IMPLICATED 

Honey was implicated in a case 
involving a Chinese American 
infant. Some time last January， 
Mrs, Patty Chin,，a San Francisco 
resident，fed some honey to her 
then “one-and-a-half-month-old 
daughter Lana，and two weeks 
later the girl contracted infant 
botulism : 

“Lana was constipated and I 
took her to the hospital,” Mrs， 
Chin said,. “The doctor saidqd she 
was normal. The following day 
she had mucous in her throat and 
began refusing to drink her 
formula.， She developed a slight 
fever and Itook her to the hospital 
again， 工 _ later found out that 
constipation is one of the early 
signs of botulism .” 

Lana Chin's_ condition wor- 
sened, lapsing into paralysis.“Her 
arms and legs became droopy,” 
MIrs，Chin said, “She couldnt 
move and her respiration was 
weak. 工 was Ieally scared. Lana 
was in _ intensive care for three 
Weeks.” 

Her daughter has since com:= 
pletely recovered. There is no cure 
for botulism the _ standard 


treatment， James Chin said， 
consists of using mechanical 
Tespirators and intravenous 
feeding to sustain jlife while 


waiting for the baby to Tecover. 
Hospitalization costs are often as 
high as $10,000， 

POSSIBILITIES 

Infant botulism was not 
discoveredq until 1976 when the 
University of California Medical 
Center in San Francisco received a 
baffling case of infant paralysis. A 
list of all possible causes was 
drawnmn .up and each of the 
possibilities tested. Halfway down 
the list was botulism，After a 
stool ”sample test， the first 
Tecorded case of infant botulism 
was confirmed. 

Before the early 1970's， Dr. 
Chin said，infant botulism wouldq 
have gone undetected.， Then， 
blood samples were taken to test 
for the presence of botujlism toxin， 
Around 1972 stool sa 韦 ple tests 
were found to be a more accurate 
method of detection， In all cases 
of infant botulism so far，blood 
saImples contained no botulism 
toxin， the cases ”were all 
confirmed by tests conducted on 
stool samples. 

Most of the confirmed cases 
have occurred in California，Chin 
said， because the state health 
department has the only unit 
actively pursuing research into 
infant botulism.“VWe dont know 
exactly how many cases OccuUr 
each year,”Chin said. “I would 
guess the number is several 
hundired，Ppossibly thousands， 
Cases have been documented in 
England and Australia. It seems to 
be'a fairly widespread disease.” 

Research conducted by the 
health department -indicates that 
infant botulism may be a cause of 
sudden infant death syndrome，or 
crib death，which kills apparently 
healthy babies in their sleep. In 
Tesponse to findings like this，the 
Sioux Honey Association， the 
Worlds largest honey-producing 
group，recently issued a warning 
against feeding honey to children 
less than a year ol1d. 图

After'the robbery and killing of 
a man at a gambling house on 
lower Jackson, business after dark 
dried up，and illegal operations， 
such as gambling and drug 
trafficking went underground. 
Restaurants closed for renovationm 
or Vacation ，and some persons， 
especially those who were afraid 
of either ieprisal or a police 
crackdqdown because of the.outcry 
over the killings，left either for 
other cities or Hong Kong. 

It appeared that gang-related 
individuals, adtlts as well as kids， 
Were on the defensive and on the 
run. The “journalistic climate 
warmed up,， and for two or three 
months thatfollowed, the scope of 
inquiry into _ the Problems of 
Chinatown was the widest it's ever 
been. Sacred cows in the com- 
munity that on September 3 
would have been deemed too 
Powerful，exotic or unimportant 
to write about，were，by.

This journaljlistic momentum， 
however， was ”Shortlived， 
Investigative ”stories which ip 
other cities would have Prompted 
a grand jury Probe， went 
unnoticed in San Francisco. Much 
of the press shocked and angered

KILLINGC 

And the killing goes on， Four 
people have died in gang related 
violence :since five _ people were 
killed a year ago at Colden 
Dragon. But in that year, the city 
and the community have not come 
much closer to facing the causes of 
violence Here，Iimuch less doing 
something aboutit. Thearrestand 
conviction of individuals in one 
faction removes these individuals 
from the picture, but does nothing 
toward resolving the deeper youth 
and ”social problems of the 
community that admit no compre- 
hensive police solution , 

Certainly，in the ,year ，since 
Golden _ Dragon,， neither the 
intense and often murderous 
Tivalry of youth adult organiza- 
tions in the community has 
abated，nor has the enormous 
profitability “of extortion， high 


:stakes gambling，Pprostitution and 


drug trafficking been under- 
mined. 

As dead meat attracts flies， 
jllicit ”money attracts muscle， 
muscle to extort;， ”muscle to 
Protect. Although the popular 
image of youth gangs as 3 kind of 
Chinatown mafia is overdone and 
racist，it's hard to _ escape the 
conclusion that illegal adult 
activities Provide the example and 
opening for ilegal (and it seems， 
invevitably violent) youth gang 
activity，Certainly the common 
interest is there. 


WONDER 

Some changes have occurred in 
the Past year.， The climate of 
outrage and fear following the 
killings and the obvious police 
clumsiness in qdqealing with China- 
town and Chinese， added 
Imomentum to the drive to force 
the police to hire more Chinese 


_ American officers and provide 


bilingual services. The climate has 
changed some for the better. Its 
possible to write more about the 
community now than a year ago. 
A number of dangerous indivi- 
duals have been locked up. Itll be 
harder for the wider community 


to ”cbmpletely  ignore China- 
townm's problems. But 工 wonder. . . 
In the year since Colden 


Dragon，not all that mueh has 
changed, though. The problems of 
immigrants，especially immigrant 
youth, continue to fester. With the 
closing of Chinese Youth Alter- 
natives，there are now less，not 
more youth agencies working with 
street kids.， Politics in China- 
town are _ still fragmented and 
faction-ridden， and no one 
except for the organizations such 
as Chinese.American 下 ngineers 
and Cameron House have even 


_begun to address youth problems， 


adult problems and violence. 
Worst of all，another Colden 
Dragon can happen 
because- the underlying cause of 
Golden Dragon，trying to solve

SAN FRANCISCO 一 For over 
_two decades the study of Chinese 
]anguage， literature and， other 
Chinese studies has been offered 
by jleading _ universities in this 
country. This explains the harvest 
of Chinese scholars among 
Caucasian Americans，who can 
speak Kuo Yu or Mandarin and 
read Chinese _ books and 
periodicals. What causes 
”bewilderment is that these people 
are abjle to converse in Mandarin 
(nation dialect) with clearness 
understood by all Chinese and 、 
often are more accurate in PIO- 
nunciation than ethnic Chinese 
professors in mainljand China， 
Taiwan，Hong Kong and else- 
where. 


These Americans study the 
”Chinese language in institutions of 
higher learning in the United 
States. Others go to _ Taiwan to 
acdquire a better skill in this

Many Americans serving as 
teachers OF professors-of Chinese 
studies stateside are able' to read 
Chinese books as source materials， 
although invariably they write 
books and monographs in 卫 mnglish .

BENEEFICIAL 


This may show that the Chinese 
languageis not difficult to master.
